What matters Is that there will 
be more su ch cases in the fu tu re, 
and that the rest of the nation 
ou tside the Sou th wall no more ex­ 
pect ju stice in them than it has heart 
learned to expect in the past. 
It wo uld be useless fo r o thers 
to co ndemn tho se inv o lv ed in 
the Hay nev ille trial fo r betray ­ 
ing

principles o n which the strength 
and integrity o f America de­ 
pends — that o f equality be­ 
fo re the law. Caught as they are 
tn their inherited prejudices, it 
Is o bv io us that they are en­ 
tirely igno rant o f the meaning o f 
this principle.

There should be considered thought by the county 
board of supervisors as to how and to whom ta xpa yers’ 
money is given away. It might he well to give thought 
of raising these bequests by having a fund-raising drive 
by some organization in our county.

gram all cooperate to keep pro­ 
du ction records on each cow in 
their milking herds. 


Lau er has lwen on the WADAM 
program for over a year and is 
pleased with resu lts so far. “ It 
su re is informative” . In* states. “ 1 
u sed to weigh once in awhile on 
my own, bu t not on a regu lar 
basis and not often enou gh.” 


Did Lau er ha\e any su rprises 
after being on the WADAM plan? 
“ I su re did — some cows didn’t 
hold u p nearly as well as they 
started 
You get fooled Ix-cau se 
you r memory 
isn't 
that good. 
Wlier. you weigh and record the

what they are doing.”

Somers states 
that the WADAM 
program provides a maximu m of 
produ ction record information to 
u se as a gu ide in herd manage­ 
ment for a minimu m of expense. 


“Herds on a produ ction record 
program in Lee Cou nty average 
3.000 pou nds more milk per cow j 
than those that are not enrolled in j 
any 
program,” 
says 
Somers. | 
“This greater produ ction retu rns 
the original expense of the pro­ 
gram several times over,” Som­ 
ers adds. 


Dairymen who keep WADAM 
produ ction records on their herds 
weigh the nu lk and record the 
information themselves. The rec­ 
ords are calcu lated and totaled 
by electronic data processing m a­ 
chines. “ Becau se 
the 
dairyman 
does the work on the farm, the 
cost of this program is very low” , 
says Somers. 


WADAM has several real ad­ 
vantages according to Lau er. “ It 
is more regu lar than the ’hit or 
miss' system 1 had before. I never 
took the time to keep track of the 
lactation totals. Having these to­ 
tals 
from 
the 
freshening 
date 
helps tell you when to dry off a 
cow. I u sed to keep some of the 
good rows milking too long. The 
total produ ction gives you a real 
accu rate basis u pon which to com­ 
pare cows and make cu lling de­ 
cisions.
